Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Rural  District  for  1937* 

The  general  health  in  the  area  was  good. 

The  epidemic  of  influenza  v/hich  manifested  itself 
in  the  latter  v/eeks  of  1 938  became  widespread  throughout  the  area 
and  v/as  reflected  in  a large  number  of  notifications  of  pneumonia. 
During  the  year  thirty-two  cases  of  pneimonia  were  notified? 
about  double  the-  figure  for  the  preceeding  year. 

Only  seven  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  as 
against  sixty  five  in  1938. 

In  the  detailed  report  which  follows  I have,  as 
far  as  possible, classified  my  remarks  under  the  sectional  headings 
recommended  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Section.  A.  Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

The  area  in  acres  of  the  Castle  Donington  Rural 
District  was  23,992  inhabited  by  8,113  persons.

A penny  in  the  pound  represented  £ 11 5. 

The  rateable  value  of  buildings  and  other 
hereditaments  was  £31,186. 

Social  conditions  were  adversely  influenced  by  the 
continued  widespread  unemployment,  which  ho¥/ever  improved  during 
the  year. 


The  iiihabitants  were  principally  occupied  in 
factories , both  v/ithin  and  without  the  rural  boundaries,  market 
gardens,  farm.s  and  quarries. 
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Vital.  Statistics. 


Births. 


One  hundred  and  twenty  four  live  "births  were 
registered  to  give  a "birth  rate  of  1i5.3  per  thousand  of  the 
resident  population.  This  was  an  improvement  on  the  previous 
year’s  figure  of  14*2  and  compared  favourably  with  the  rate  of 
14*9  for  England  and  Wales.  The  stiirbirth  rate  was  not  so 
satisfactory.  There  were  seven  stillbirths,  an  increase  of 
three,  representing  0,87  per  thousand  of  the  population  to  compare 
v;ith  0.52  and  with  0.60  for  England  and  Wales.  This  was  equal  to 
53 *4  per  thousand  total  live  and  stillbirths  as  compared  with 
35.1  per  thousand  in  1936. 

Deaths. 

There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  death  rate.  One 
hundred  and  twenty  deaths  took  place  to  give  a crude  death  rate 
of  14.78  per  thousand  of  the  population  and  a standardised  rate 
of  13.45,  the  comparability  factor  for  the  district  being  0.91. 
This  adjusted  figure  compared  v/ith  11.2  and  12.4  for  the  Area  in 
1936  and  for  England  and  Wales. 

Puerperal  Deaths. 

Maternal  deaths  took  place  for  the  first  time  for  some 
years.  Three  deaths  occurred  to  give  a maternal  mortality  rate  of 
22-.  9 per  thousand  total  live  and  stillbirths.  The  maternal 
mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  3.11 

Infantile  Deaths. 

Among  children  under  one  year  there  were  four 
deaths  representing  an  infantile  death  rate  of  32  per  thousand 
live  births.  Last  year  the  figure  was  64;  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  vms  58.

Excessive  Atortality. 

The  only  marked  increase  in  the  cause  of  death  vi^as 
influenza  v/hich  accounted  for  death  in  tv/elve  instances.  In  the 
previous  year  there  virere  only  four  influenzal  deaths.  The 
incidence  of  death  from  all  forms  of  pneumonia  v/as  only  slightly 
increased  despite  the  influenza  epidemic  already  referred  to. 

Conclusions  from  "Vital  Statistics. 


The  increase  in  the  "birth  rate  and  its  comparison 
satisfactorily  with  the  rest  of  the  country  was  reassuring,  "but 
the  death  rate  was  not  so  good.  The  maternal  death  rate  was  very 
high,  but  it  must  be  noted  that  even  a small  number  of  deaths  in 
this  group  results  in  a high  rate  in  a small  area  such  as  the 
one  in  review.  Taken  over  a number  of  years  the  maternal 
mortality  rate  would  show  a very  imuch  lov/er  average. 

The  infantile  death  rate  v;as  low  and  shov/ed  an  improve- 
ment on  the  previous  year  and  on  the  figure  for  England  and 
Wales,  Here  again,  of  course,  as  the  figoires  relate  to  a small 
population,  the  significance  of  a high  or  low  rate  cannot  be 
properly  assessed  from  year  to  year. 


Section  B.  General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for 

the  Area. 


Mr.  P.J.  Baxfield,  M.R.San.  I.  was  appointed  'L 
Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  in  order  that  the  Sanitary/w'd 
have  more  time  available  for  the  public  works, and  Housing. 


There  was  no  change  in  laboratory  or  nursing 
facilities. 
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Either  the  St.  John  ’ Ambulance  from  Derby  or  Long 
Baton  Urban  District  Council's  Ambulances  were  utilised  for  non- 
infectious  hospital  cases.  For  infectious  cases  ambulances  were 
obtained  from  Blaby  Hospital. 

No  clinics  or  treatment  centres  were  provided  in  the 

area. 


Hospital  arrangements  were  also  unaltered  and  were 
satisfactory. 

The  administration  of  the  institutional  medical 
services  transferred  from  the  late  Boards  of  Guardians  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929  was  satisfactory. 

Poor  Law  Medical  Out-Relief  was  carried  out  as  in  1936 

Institutional  provision  for  the  care  of  mental, 
defectives  was  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 

The  newly  inaugurated  County  Council  scheme  for 
facilities  for  ante  natal  examination  by  medical  practitioners 
v/orked  satisfactorily. 

No  developments  took  place  in  the  arrangements  for 
health  visiting  or  orthopaedic  treatment. 

There  v/ere  no  applications  under  the  Nursing  Homes 
Registration  Act,  1927- 


Section  C.  Sanitary  Circ-umstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  water  supply  was 
still  very  unsatisfactory , especially  in  regard  to  quality.  In 
some  of  the  villages  old  wells  were  in  use  v/hich  were  polluted 
to  varying  degrees. 

As  expressed  in  last  year's  report  public  opinion, 
which  was  at  first  against  the  Council's  water  scheme,  gradually 
changed  and  became  favourable,  although  objections  were  still 
heard  from  householders  in  parishes  already  supplied  with  adequate 
v;ater. 


The  scheme  was  worked  out  in  detail  by  Messrs  Elliott 
and  Browm,  Consulting  Engineers  and  presented  by  the  Council's 
Officers  at  a Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  held  at  Castle  Donington 
on  the  23rd  February  1937  by  J.W,  Blason  Esq.,,  M.  Inst.,  C.E* 

The  proposed  supply  w^ould  cover  the  districts  of 
Breedon-on-the-Hill,  Isles^’-cum-Langley,  Diseworth.  Ward  of  Long 
Whatton,  and  Lockington  with  Hemington.  The  two  tovm  supplies, 
although  received  from  two  different  authorities  (Long  Eaton  and 
Leicester  Corporation)  would  eventually  be  linlied  up  and  the 
supplies  mixed  and  mained  to  the,  greater  part  of  the  area,  A 
soft  water  would  be  thus  obtained  and  v^ould,  in  this  way,  benefilt 
Castle  Donington  Parish,  where  the  water  was  considered  to  be 
hard. 
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Pul3lic  Walter  maiiiG  v/ere  laid  in  Belton  and  in  the 
Long  What  ton  Wand  of  Long  Vdiatton. 

Lxariiiiiation  of  the  Castle  Bonington  Water  supply, 
v/hich  was  chlorinated  on  account  of  pollution  suspected  in  1936, 
was  carriod  out  hy  the  suijpliers,  the  Long  Baton  Urban  District 
Council,  and  was  reported  to  he  satisfactory.

Drainage  and  Sev/erage. 

A Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  at  Castle 
Donington  on  the  23rd  February  1937  by  J.VL  Mason  Esq.,  M.  Inst., 
C.E.  in  regard  to  the  sewage  disposal  in  Hemington  and  Lockington. 
The  Council’s  scheme  was  approved  and  the  workings  were  commenced 
in  September.

Closet  Acc oimriQ da t i,on . 

Ten  privy  miudens  and  pail  closets  were  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system  and  one  privy  midden  v/as  converted 
to  a pail  closet. 


Public  Cleansing. 


A Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  held  in  1936  to 
consider  the  Council’s  scheme  for  a centrally  controlled  combined 
scavenging  system  approved  tho  scheme  Eind  it  v;as  put  into  force 
in  April 
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Sanitary  Ins'pGctlon  of  the  Area . 

The  Sanitary  Inspector ’3  report  is  appended. 

S^Yiinrriing  Baths  and  Fools. 

No  public  SY/imriiing  baths  were  provided  by  the  Council. 
The  Rivers  Trent  and  Soar  are  used  for  bathing  in  the  hot  weather. 
Neither  of  these  rivers  are  ideal  for  swimming. 

Schools. 

No  schools  were  closed  because  of  infectious  disease. 
Exclusion  from  school  Y/as  carried  out  as  advised  in  the  ’‘Memorandum 
on  Closure  of  and  Exclusion  from  School,  1927” 


Section  D --  Housing. 

Fifty- tY/o  houses  v;ere  erected;  forty  by  private 
enterprise  and  tvirelve  in  Keg^vvorth  by  the  Council.  ToYmrds  the 
end  of  the  year  schemes  for  the  further  erection  of  Council  Houses 
on  a larger  scale  were  under  favourable  consideration,  and  it  was 
hoped  that  these  schemes  'would  include  some  larger  houses  to 
relieve  overcrowding  conditions. 

By  removals  from  the  district  and  by  transfer  to 
larger  houses  nineteen  cases  of  overcrov/ding,  involving  one  hundred 
and  tv;enty  persons,  v/ere  relieved. 

Fifteen  houses  v/ere  demolished  as  a result  of 
demolition  orders.

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Section  E - Ins-pection  and  Supervision  of  Food , 

Milk  Supply. 

All  milk  retailers  in  the  district  were  inspected  hy 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  only  one  contravention  found. 

There  v/ere  one  hundred  and  thirty  one  milk  producers 
in  the  District.  Forty  contraventions  were  found  and  remedied. 

One  Supplementary  Licence  for  Pasteurisation  of  milk 
was  granted. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

At  the  end  of  1937  there  v/ere  eight  private  slaughter- 
house’s registered  in  the  area.  There  were  four  licensed 
slaughterhouses. 

It  will  he  seen  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  report 
that  2,3%  of  cattle,  excluding  cows,  which  were  inspected  were 
affocted  v/ith  non- tubercular  disease,  and  that  9%  of  inspected 
cov/s  were  similarly  affected. 

During  the  year  nine  carcases  were  condemned  for 
tuberculosis. 

There  was  one  conviction  for  breach  of  the  Public  Health 
(Meat)  Regulations  1924. 


Section  F - Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious 
and  Other  Diseases. 

General. 

Fifty  cases  of  non- tubercular  infectious  disease  v/ere 
notified.  This  was  a considerable  improvement  on  the  figure  of 
ninety- three  for  1936.  This  large  fall  is  explained  by  the  fev/ 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  which  occurred.  Only  seven  were  notified, 
v/hereas  there  v/ere  sixty-five  cases  in  1936.  This  latter  figure 
was  itself  abnormal  (in  1935  there  were  thirty-nine  cases  in  the 
old  Castle  Donington  Rural  Area). 

It  v/as  notev/orthy  that  although  there  was  a diminution 
in  scarlet  fever  there  v/as  an  epidemic  of  sore  throats.  Many  of 
these  patients  shov/ed  symptons  not  unlike  those  of  scarlet  fever, 
premonitory  vomiting  and  headache  being  frequent  concomitants 
of  the  pharyngitis. 

The  epidemic  of  influenza  prevalent  in  the  early  months 
of  the  year  influenced  the  pneumonia  rate,  thirty-two  cases  being 
notified.  This  v/as  an  increase  of  fifteen  on  the  preceding  year. 

Ten  infectious  cases  were  treated  in  the  County 
Isolation  Hospital  and  one  v/as  admitted  to  Derbyshire  Royal 
Infi?smary.  This  latter  v/as  a case  of  acute  primary  bronchopneumonia, 
a condition  which  is  not  customarily  accepted  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 


As  usual,  a large  number  of  specimens  from  medical 
practitioners  and  samples  of  drinking  water  and  sev/age  effluent 
from  the  local  authority  v/ere  examined  and  reported  upon  by  the 
County  Bacteriologist.

Cancer. 


Thirteen  deaths  took  place  from  this  disease  - four  lees 
in  1936.  No  particular  organ  was  especially  eusceptihle. 

X Ray  and  Radium  treatment  were  obtainable  at  Derbyshire 
Royal  Infirmary  and  at  Nottingham  General  Hospital.  X Ray  treatment 
was  given  at  Loughborough  General  Hospital. 


Tuberculosis. 

There  were  eleven  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  two 
cases  came  to  notice  by  transfers  from  other  areas.  Including  the 
transfers  there  were  seven  females  affected,  two  of  whom  were 
sisters. 


Two  cases  were  removed  from  the  register  on  transfer  to 
other  areas  and  ten  on  account  of  death.  Included  in  this  last 
group  were  three  sisters.

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Rainfall. 


The  Castle  Donington  rainfall  was  again  estimated  hy 
Colin  Briers  Esg.  j,  of  the  Castle  Donington  Elementary  School. 

The  total  rainfall  was  23.96  inches  as  compared  with 
24*54  in  1936.  The  total  rainfall  recorded  at  the  Royal  Observatory, 
Green¥/ichp  was  28^85  inches.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  second 
Annual  Report  covering  the  year  1937* 

The  progress  made  during  1 936  in  improving 
the  public  services  and  the  administration  of  the  Public  Health 
and  Housing  Acts  has  been  maintained.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
under  reviev/  many  of  the  new  services  were  i n operation,  whilst 
new'  houses  in  certain  parishes  were  occupied  and  unfit  houses 
demolished. 


The  construction  of  the  new  sewerage  system 
in  Lockington  and  Hemington  vi^as  well  in  hand,  and  the  Regional 
Water  Scheme  v/as  about  to  be  commenced. 

1937  has  been  a year  of  exceptional  activity 
particularly  in  water  and  sewerage  services,  refuse  disposal  and 
housing,  though  fhe  full  results  of  this  activity  v/ill  not  be 
effective  until  1938. 


The  drive  commenced  in  1936  to¥/ards  the 
better  environment  in  vrorking  class  houses  by  more  sanitary 
facilities  and  better  state  of  repair  has  been  continued  with 
unabated  energy. 


In  practically  all  branches  of  the  public 
health  work  there  has  been  strong  opposition  from  sections  of  the 
public,  resulting  in  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiries  in  refuse  disposal, 
sev/erage , Ymter  and  housing,  but  in  all  cases  the  Minister  has  seen 
fit  to  support  the  action  of  the  Council,  thus  encouraging  v/ork 
which  will  eventually  lead  to  healthier  and  happier  life  of  the 
general  public.

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Water  Supply. 


Public  water  niains  iDelonging  to  Loughborough 
Corporation  were  laid  in  Belton  and  Long  What  ton  (Long  Vifhatton 
Ward  only).  A number  of  houses  have  already  been  connected  to 
the  public  supply. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  held  a public  inquiry  into 
the  proposal  of  the  Council  to  borrow  £10,600  for  the  purposes 
of  a Regional  Water  Scheme,  including  the  building  of  a new 
reservoir  and  laying  a piped  supply  to  Lockington  (including 
Remington),  Isley-cum-Langley,  Breedon-on-the-Hill  (including 
Wilson  and  Tonge),  Long  Whatton  (Diseworth  V/ard  only).  The 
Minister’s  approval  and  sanction  to  borrow  have  been  received 
and  the  scheme  will  be  proceeded  with  during  1938. 

Thirty-one  samples  of  well  v/ater  were  examined  during 
the  year  and  29  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,.  Where  public  supply 
was  available  this  was  substituted. 


Public  Cleansing. 

A scheme  for  the  collection  of  household  refuse  and 
disposal,  collection  of  nightsoil  from  pan  closets  and  removal 
of  refuse  from  privies  and  ashpits  commenced  on  the  1st  April. 

This  scheme  covers  every  parish  in  the  District,  providing  weekly 
collection  from  dustbins  and  emptying  of  pail  closets  and 
facilities  for  the  removal  of  contents  of  ashpits  and  privies. 

These  services  have  resulted  in  a general  cleaning  up  of  insanitary 
deposits  of  refuse  in  various  villages  and  has  been  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  population. 

House  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  five  tips  situated  in 
various  parts  of  the  District.  Controlled  tipping  is  carried  on 
at  each  tip,  and  the  work  is  undertaken  by  Contract. 

The  Council  passed  a Resolution  to  bring  Section  75(1 ) 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  into  operation,  requiring  the 
abolition  of  ashpits  and  provision  of  dustbins  where  possible. 

The  work  only  commenced  in  December  1937,  but  by  3'lst  December  25 
additional  dustbins  had  been  provided  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
this  improvement  v/ill  be  completed  during  1938. 


Housing. 

The  housing  policy  commenced  by  the  Council  in  1936 
for  the  abatement  of  overcrowding,  demolition  of  houses  unfit 
for  human  habitation  and  reconditioning  of  houses  capable  of  being 
made  fit  was  continued  with  great  vigour  during  the  year. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, in  May  1937 
an  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  in  order  that  the 
work  necessary  under  the  Housing  Acts  might  be  expedited. 

The  total  number  of  d¥/ellinghouses  inspected  under 
the  Housing  (Consolidated)  Regulations  1925  was  207*  These 

inspections  ?/ere  devoted  to  the  v/orst  houses  and  resulted  in  86 
being  included  in  Clearance  Areas,  and  4-6  being  the  subject  of 
action  under  Section  11,  v/here  the  Ov/ner  is  given  an  opportunity 
to  recondition  or  a Demolition  Order  is  made. 
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Of  the  86  hoTises  in  Clearance  Areas  85  were  included  in 
Confirraed  Orders.  Demolition  Orders  v/ere  made  in  respect  of  16 
houses  and  in  26  cases  comprehensive  schemes  for  voluntarily 
reconditioning  were  accepted. 

A further  115  houses  were  inspected  and  90  were  found 
not  in  all  respects  to  be  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation.  In 
85  of  these  cases  informal  action  resulted  in  the  necessary  repairs 
and  sanitary  requirements  being  attended  to. 

Overcrowding.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  number  of  over- 
crowded houses  was  39.  Four  of  these  families  were  rehoused  in 
existing  or  new  Council  Houses,  and  a further  21  found  more  suitable 
accommodation  themselves. 

The  total  number  of  overcrowded  families  at  the 
end  of  1937  was  14#  of  these  7 v;ere  occupying  Council  Houses  and 
alternative  accommodation  v/ould  be  offered  v/hen  the  current  building 
programme  v/as  completed . 

The  number  of  Council  Houses  approved  or  commenced 
during  1937  was  40  at  Castle  Donington,  18  at  Kegworth,  9 in  Long 
Whatton  and  10  in  Lockington.  These  houses  v/ill  enable  the  abate- 
ment of  overcrov/ding  and  displacement  from  unfit  houses  programme 
to  be  completed  during  1938.  This  programme  of  new  houses  has  been 
a nev/  departure  in  the  Council’s  housing  policy,  inasmuch  that 
never  before  have  the  Council  built  houses  of  adequate  size  for 
large  families.  In  one  case  a house  has  a permitted  number  of  14# 
there  are  5 houses  with  a permitted  number  of  10  persons,  4 with  a 
permitted  number  of  8 persons.,  14  l^ith  a permitted  number  of  7 persons. 

Permitted  Number  10  persons  are  4 bedroom  parlour  type. 

” ” 7 and  8 persons  are  non-parlour  4 bedroom  type. 

The  remaining  houses  are  3 bedroom  non-parlour  type,  suitable  for 
families  of  5 persons.  6 houses  are  being  built  for  old  aged 
people  , suitable  for  3 persons.  They  are  non-parlour  t\vo  bedroom 
type. 


In  all  cases  the  sizes  of  living  rooms  and  bed- 
rooms are  larger  than  previously  built  and  designed  on  the  lines 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  appropriate  sized 
families. 


It  has  been  felt  for  some  timo  that  new  houses  for 
normal  increase  in  population  are  required  in  purely  agricultural 
villages  v/here  private  enterprise  does  not  meet  this  requirement. 
Five  houses  are  being  built  in  Lockington  and  4 in  Long  Whatton  for 
normal  increase  of  population,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  these 
houses  v^ill  improve  the  standard  of  housing  for  agricultural  workers 
and  be  a means  of  steadying  the  trend  of  workers  from  agricultural 
villages  to  Urban  areas. 

The  number  of  Iio'uscs  reconditioned  under  the 
Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926  has  been  very  few  and  it  has 
been  disappointing  that  despite  considerable  effort  on  behalf  of 
the  Council  to  make  the  facilities  of  this  Act  widely  known,  more 
advantage  has  not  been  taken  of  these  opportunities. 


A general  survey  of  the  housing  conditions  at  the 
end  of  1937  indicates  that  the  bulk  of  the:  work  necessary  under  the 
programme  for  slum  clearance,  abatement  of  overcrowding,  improving 
the  standard  of  existing  houses,  and  provision  of  new  houses,  has

heen  done,  and  the  result  of  these  labours 
by  the  end  of  1938* 

The  five  year  programme  under  the  Housing  was 

revised  in  1936.  At  the  same  time  a programme  was  formulated  for 
abating  overcrov/ding  as  revealed  in  the  Survey  of  1935. 

Since  April  1936  v/hen  the  revised  programme  was 
commenced,  102  houses  have  been  included  in  Clearance  Areas  and 
are  the  subject  of  Demolition  Orders  or  other  procedure,  making  a 
total  of  128  houses  to  be  demolished.  A further  50 
been  rendered  fit  or  undertakings  are  in  hand  to  render  them  fi 

for  human  habitation. 

The  rebuilding  progr'css  shows  that  81 
Houses  have  been  built  or  are  nearing  completion  since  that  date. 
Despite  t}:  ese  figures  there  are  still  a few  isolated  houses 
Lheduled  for  demolition  or  major  reconditioning  not  yet  represented, 
but  the  largest  part  of  the  programme  is

This  part  of  the  programme  does  not  necessitate  any  rebuilding 
Win  be  proLedld^wUh  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  during  1 938. 


Sewerage. 

Proper  public  sewerage  systems  and  sev/age  disposal 
works  are  at  present  provided  in  the  Parishes  of  Castle  Donington 
and  Kegworth.  Public  sewerage  systemi  with  electrical  piping 
stations  are  now  being  constructed  in  Lockington  (including 
Heming?y  lnrsewage®will  be  treated  at  the  Castle  Donington 

Disposal  Works. 

In  all  other  villages  public  sewers  consist  of  short 
lengths  of  drains,  frequently  of  open  jointed  pipes  or  stone 
culverts  without  proper  gradients,  discharging  into 
dykes  which  eventually  find  their  way  to  a stream.  _ The  state  of 
these  dykes  is  unsatisfactory  throughout  the  ^ 

frequent  source  of  complaint.  Their  condition  is  foul  and  giv 

rise  to  smells  during  hot  v^eather. 

All  dykes  are  cleansed  by  the  Council  annually,  but 
this  cannot  be  looked  upon  as  satisfactory, 

or  during  cleansing.  The  only  manner  to  properly  deal  ®^®f 

dykes  is^their  eventual  abolition  and  installation  of  public  sewers 

and  sewage  disposal  works. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a public  water  supply  will 
shortly  be  laid  in  all  the  villages  the  quantity  of  sewage  will  be 
coSsidLably  Lcreased  and  water  closets  will  be  more  numerous. 

The  present  arrangements  may  be  looked  upon  as  a 
potential  source  for  an  epidemic,  but  '^hen  W.Cs 

fivlves  v/ill  be  definitely  dangerous  as  infection  from  hurian  carrier 
Sv  L aotivi  in  the  soLge.  Also  nuisance  from  these  sewerage 
dykes  will  be  considerably  aggravated  and  considerable  attention 
Will  have  to  be  paid  to  sewage  disposal  in  'chese  parishes. 
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An  increase  in  the  quantity  of  sewage  has  also  heen 
caused  hy  the  practice  of  s¥\rilling  dovm  cowsheds  where  accredited 
milk  is  produced.  The  quantity  of  water  used  on  farms  is  now 
considerable  and  the  amount  of  waste  sewage  discharged  into  dykes 
has  in  some  cases  heavily  polluted  the  drinking  supply  of  the  cattle 

In  some  cases  where  an  effort 

has  been  made  to  improve  the  milk  supply  by  cleansing  the  cowsheds 
it  has  resulted  in  deterioration  of  the  quality  of  water  available 
for  drinking.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  detrimental  effects  of 
open  sewage  dykes  has  increased  in  recent  years  and  will  continue  . 
to  do  so. 


For  the  present  closer  vigilance  will  have  to  be 
observed,  and  regulations  and  byelaws  governing  disposal  of  sewage 
must  be  strictly  adhered  to  if  serious  consequences  are  to  be 
avoided. 


KegwoEth  Sewage  Works. 

New  automatic  electric  pumps  were  installed  at 
Kegworth  Sewage  Works  during  Jany. 1937*  Previous  to  this  the 
puii5)s  were  hand  operated  and  the  pump  well  allowed  to  overflow 
during  the  night.  This  resulted  in  a large  proportion  of  sev/age 
being  discharged  untreated  into  the  Long  Lane  dyke  each  day,  and 
further,  the  amount  treated  was  insufficient  to  allow  proper 
bacterial  growth  on  the  filters.  The  new  pumps  have  completely 
stopped  the  overflov/  of  untreated  sewage,  the  general  efficiency 
of  the  tanks  and  filters  is  good  and  the  effluent  highly  satisfactory. 

Castle  Donington  Sewage  Works. 

The  Castle  Donington  Sev/age  Disposal  Works  which 
were  reconstructed  in  1934  continue  to  work  satisfactorily,  although 
occasional  difficulty  is  experienced  during  wet  vi^eather  due  to 
overloading  from,  silt  deposit  at  the  overflov/  weirs, and  infiltration 
water  from  leaking  sewers. 

Guage  readings  taken  over  24  hours  at  this  Works 
during  June;  1937  and  April  1938  revealed  dry  weather 
flows  as  follows 

1937  . 42,261  gallons  per  day. 

1938  39,508  •'  " 

Since  the  reconstruction  of  the  works  the  sludge 
drying  beds  had  never  functioned  properly,  and  during  the  year 
experiments  were  carried  out  with  various  types  of  media  to  improve 
their  drying  capacity.  No  successful  result  wras  achieved,  and 
further  experiments  v/ere  carried  out  with  shallow  lagoons,  not 
underdrained.  The  year  under  review  was  fairly  dry  so  the  true 
value  cannot  be  estimated,  but  observation  extending  over  the 
past  12  months  has  proved  them  an  unparalled  success  and  delay  in 
cleaning  tanks  due  to  shortage  of  s3udge  drying  space  has  been 
eliminated.  Farmers  are  much  more  disposed  to  take  away  sludge 
dried  in  a lagoon  then  v/hen  dried  in  beds. 

Another  innovation  has  been  to  discharge  the  humus 
sludge  back  to  the  sewer  outfall  instead  of  drying  in  beds. 

Careful  observations  were  made  for  any  variation  in  the  purity  of 
the  final  effluent,  and  no  detrimental  effect  has  been  apparent, 
but  great  inconvenience  from  accumulation  of  wet  humus  sludge  has 
been  removed# 
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Sanitary  Inspection, 

The  details  of  visits  made  hy  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
under  the  various  headings  are  given  in  Table  1.  It  . ® 

observed  that  the  total  number  of  separate  premises  visited  is 
675,  embracing  3,531  separate  visits  to  premises  of  all  Kin  . 

AlilK  and  Dairies. 

The  details  of  the  number  of  persons  on  the  various 
registers  under' the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926  is  given  in 
Table  111. 

293  visits  were  paid  to  farms  and  a complete  survey 
taken  of  the  condition  of  farm  premises.  The  results  of  this 
survey  are  indicated  as  follov/s:- 

There  are  131  registered  premises.  The  floors  of  69  of 
these  cowsheds  are  defective,  being  made,  for  the  greater  part 
of  rough  porous  bricks,  clay  or  rough  stones. 

The  dairies  of  29  farms  are  unsatisfactory , consisting 
in  many  cases  merely  of  a cooler  in  the  yard,  covered  by  a 
corrugated  iron  roof. 

In  20  cases  the  lighting  and  ventilation  of  the  cowsheds 
leaves  much  to  be  desired;  the  main  faults  here 

windows  that  cannot  be  opened  and  no  permanent  means  of  ventilation. 

The  v/alls  of  two  sheds  are  unsatisfactory , being  made  of 
unrendered  stone. 

Too  much  manure  near  the  sheds,  or  manure  ha dly  placed  Is 
found  in  8 cases.  The  trouble  here  is  that  the  farmyards  are 
^S^vefaL  cofs^auently  difficulty  is  experienced  when  the  ^ure 
has  to  he  moved,  especially  in  wet  weather  when  many  of  the  yards 
are  almost  irapassihle.  In  most  of  these  oases  the  °nly  solution 
?s  to  pave  the  yards  in  front  of  the  sheds  and  construct  a paved 
runway  to  a proper  manure  pit  \¥ell  avi^ay  from  the  sheds. 

Except  in  a few  isolated  cases  the  premises  are  well 
conducted;  the  sheds  are  kept  in  a cleanly  condition,  the  cows 
are  clean  and  milk  utensils,  churns  and  stools  are  quite 
satisfactory. 

Of  30  notices  served  requiring  limev/ashing,  30  have  been 
complied  with. 

These  defects  are  multiple  on  38  farms  fflid  in  37otho-r  cases 
only  one  serious  defect  requires  attention. 


Milk  and  Dairien  Order. 

The  •Droduction  of  milk  is  one  of  the  principle 
noon-nntions  in  the"  cListr’ict , and  its  importance  from  a public 
Sealtfpoint  of  view  one  to  Miich  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are 

very  much  alive. 

The  last  fev/  years  has  seen  a remarkable 
enlightenment  in  the  attitude  of  opinion  towards  the 

cleanliness  of  milk,  methods  of  in 

revolutionised  and  there  has  been  complete  re-organisation 

marketing  methods. 
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The  advent  of  legislation  covering  these  changes  was 
sudden,  many  of  the  requirements  were  far-reaching  in  their 

effect  and  the  industry  generally  did  not  take  easily  to  the  new 
methods.  Further  prejudice  was  aggravated  hy  the  uneconomic  state 
of  agriculture.  The  producer  was  inclined  to  viev/  new  methods  as 
an  unnecessary  inconvenience  and  expense.  For  these  reasons  the 
progress  in  obtaining  cleaner  milk  has  been  slow  uphill  vi^ork. 
Satisfactory  results  could  only  be  obtained  by  education  and 
co-operation  in  place  of  compulsion  on  the  part  of  those  responsibl  r 
administering  the  various  Orders. 


On  looking  back  the  progress  made  has  been  satisfactory 
and  v7orth  v/hile.  splendid  lead  was  given  to  the  industry 
more  enlightened  producers  who  have  spared  nothing  to  conform  to 
modern  requirements.  Results  prove  their  conditions  to  be 
than  a novelty,  but  a necessitous  and  economic  proposioion. 
are  very  few  large  producers  v/ho  have  not  modernised  their  sheds 
and  adopted  new  processes.  A great  many  smaller  producers  bave 
similarly  reconstructed  their  premises,  and  conscientiously  take 
all  precautions  for  keeping  their  milk  clean.  There  are  still  a 
large  number,  however,  vi^ho  are  awaiting  their  day  of  reckoning 
The  negligence  lies  equally  with  landlord  and  producer,  and  out 
of  justice  to  those  v/ho  have  voluntarily  borne  the  expense  and 
undertaken  the  extra  trouble  necessary  to  ensure  clean  milk,  the 
backward  producer  should  be  made  to  conform  with  satisfactory 
buildings  and  procedure. 


The  number  of  producers  with  Accredited  Licences  at 
the  end  of  the  year  v;as  28,  an  increase  of  6 during  the  y®^J* 
There  is  one  "T.T"  Licence.  Many  enquiries  have  been  made  from 
producers  interested  in  Accredited  Milk. 


The  co-operation  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector,  acting  u 

Council  (who  are  the  Licensing  Authority  for  Accredited  and  T.T. 
Licences)  has  been  appreciated  by  the  Council  s staii 


Their  inspection  for  licensing  purposes  includes 
revisiting  premises  for  which  the  District  Inspector  is  primarily 
responsible  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order.  ■ p 

by  separate  authorities  could  lead  to  misunderstanding,  but  their 
policy  has  been  one  of  co-operation  and  assistance  which  has 
resulted  in  expediting  the  desired  results. 


Nuisances. 

Thirty  five  informal  notices  were  served  for  various 
kinds  of  negligence  or  defects,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  34  bad 
been  complied  with. 


Meat  Inspection. 


There  are  8 registered  slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
and  4 licenced  slaughterhouses,  one  being  struck  off  the  register 
ov/ing  to  disuse. 


The  total  iiuraber  of  visits  to  slaughterhouses  during 
killing  sessions  was  1,104,  this  iS'  a considerable  increase  on 
the  previous  year  and  the  affect  of  stricter  vigilence  has  been 

notev/orthy. 
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A large  proportion  of  the  animals  killed  in  the 
district  are  conveyed  to  market  towns  outside  the  area  and  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  respective  Sanitary  Authorities  the 
condition  of  the  meat  has  "been  closely  watohed,  and  as  a result 
the  quality  of  the  meat  has  improved. 

The  general  management  of  slaughterhouses  and  other 
places  where  food  is  sold  or  prepared  for  sale  has  shovm  improve- 
ment during  the  year,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  the

A large  nximber  of  the  registered  slaughterhouses  are 
very  old  and  of  poor  structure,  and  in  many  places  hadly  situated, 
for  example  in  hack  yards  of  dv/ellinghouses. 

One  summons  was  issued  for  the  contravention  of  the 
Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924  and  conviction  v/as  obtained. 

Two  further  warnings  were  also  given  for  contravention 
of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  19^.
